THE MINISTERS GO EAST. 

• The Premier and the Jllnlsler of 
Finance have gone to Kastern Canadii. 
U is understood that in addition to 
Fome departmental matters which will 
come up for consideration at Ottawa, 
the principal object of the delegation 
is to hold conference with the i)re- 
inlers of the other provinces in con- 
nection with the mucli-dlscussed dues- 
tlon of a readjustment of financial 
relations as between the Provincial and 
Dominion government.s. AVc do not 
know that any decision will be ar- 
rived at by the Oominion authorities 
for the present. It was announced 
just recently that there would be no 
formal discussion o'ti'thie -Subject as 
between the premiers as a body and 
the members of the Dominion govern- 
ment until after the Tariff Commission 
had completed the taking of evidence. 
Which will probably be some time yet; 
but after the member.s of the delega- 
tion from British Columbia have inter- 
viewed the premiers from the other 
provinces, a joint report will no doubt 
be submitted to Sir ^Wilfrid Laurler, 
who will also no doubt be Interviewed 
by Hon. Jlessrs. McBride and Tatlow. 

We can only surmise the course of 
action that will be taken in respect to 
the case which the other provinces 
are prepared to submit. In so far as 
the case of this province is common 
with that of the other provinces, they 
may concur, subject to and conditional 
upon the claims of this province hav- 
ing special consideration. AVe pre- 
sume that^ tlie joint memorial to be 
presented to the Ottawa government 
win be pretty nuich the same as the 
one submitted in to whicli the 

representatives of Britisli Columbia at 
that time subscribed conditionally as 
indicated. 

The case of the province of British 
Columbia has already been prei)ared 
and la in tlie hands of the Dominion 
government. it is formally contained 
in the memorial which was fonvarded 
last spring and subsequently endorsed 
' by the local legislature. " The facts 
are fully set out and tliere is little to 
add to it. After being .set forth, a 
reiniest is made that the case be en- 
(luired into by a competent tribunal of 
Impartial commissioners, the responsi- 
bility of supporting which rests with 
the government of British Colundda. 
It Vv-ill be the duty of the members of 
the delegation to inipresa upon the 
Ottawa government the moral and con- 
stitutional right of this province to a 
hearing on that basis.

Ginseng is widely used 
in China, and wherever used It Is as a 
medicine, tonic or stimulant. The 
American product is classed as gener- 
ally Inferior in quality. It Is grown 
in Manchuria nnd in the northeastern 
jiarts of .Iai)an and ICorea, so that it 
beloings to a cold climate. 

It; seems;that the grading and classl- 
flcatlon of the product for the market 
Is a matter Involving a. great deal of 
care, nnd the puvcdiascr Is a connuls- 
soiir. whose subtle mind sees qualities 
or defects that would bo Sjvhpliy un- 
known to the ordinary individual. As 
a matter of fact, however, it Is held, 
from a medicinal point of view, that 
lis virtues are largely traditional, the

for zinc <ire than the buyers of ]'juro)ie 
and the United States, so that wiiiiin 
a ver.v sliort time not a single pound of 
ore of any kind or description will be 
shipped out ot tlie country for reduc- 
tion. 

It has taken n long tinic to reach this 
liaiipy condition of affairs, but the 
means of reducing the difTerciit classes 
<if ores have been provided, one liy one, 
through a simple system of evolution, 
and now the money tli.-it was siielit in 
other countries for the trealminit of our 
ores will slay here and l.e paid to the 
workers and ollie.rs who reside in tliis 
country, iiiid will serve to I'nricli and 
build lip C'anaila instead of doing this 
for otlier countries.

1 turned rapidly to the crowd and 
shouted to them to lie down, and 1 also 
stretclied myself out upon the grrouiid. 
As we lay thus airjtlier volley was lircd 
aiul anothei-, and yet another, till it 
seemed as though the shooting was 
conti'nuous. The crowd llrst kneeled 
and then lay Hat down, hiding their 
lieads from the rain of -bullets,, while 
the rear rows of the processlon'ibegan 
to run away.

Another-old man 
caught the 'portrait as it fell from' his 
hands and carried it till he, too, was 
killed by tho next volley. With his 
l.'ist gasp the old man said, "I will die, 
but 1 wdll see the (Jzar." One of the 
banner-carriers had his arm broken by 
a, bullet. A little boy of ten years, who 
was caviw'ln.g a church lantern, fell, 
pierced by a bullet, but still held the 
lantern llghtl.v and tried to rise again, 
when aiiotlior ahol struck him down. 

At last the tiring ceased. 1 stood up 
with a few others who remained unin- 
jured and looked down at the bodies 
that lay around me. 1 cried to tlioin, 
".Stand up!" lint they lay still. 1 could 
not al lirsl tmderstantl. Why did they 
lie there'.' J looked again and saw 
that their arms were stretched out life- 
lessly, and X saw the scarlet stain of 
blood upon tho sno\v. Then I under- 
stood. It was horrible. And my Vas- 
sllleff lay dead at my feet. 

Horror crept into , my heart. The 
thought flashed through m/mlnd, "Ami 
this Is the work of our Little Father the 
Czar." ' 

Suddenly) In the midst*of my desjialr, 
somebody took hold of my ai-m ami 
dragged me- rapidly away into a small 
side street a few paces from the scene 
of the massacre. It was idle for me 
to protest. What more could be done? 
"There is no longer any Czar for us!'

.sea cut the rope in two. 
", At midnifjlit the ofl'ieiiils of tho eom- 
p'nny o-.vt.iii),' the boat advised tho life 
savi'im' crew to jjive up until daylisht, 
sayiiii; that the men ori the torwiml part 
were safe cuou),di until morainjr. On the 
.Vtcrn of tho Mntaafa not a sisn of life 
had ibcen detected since shortly after 
dark. When the .storm died out some-': 
wjial this iiioniiiifr the life saving crew 
\<'!is alile to hit the boat and the -ivoriv 
of lirinirinL; the crew iisliore heKnii nt 
ijiuc. In the I'oi-wai-d end of the boat 
nil \vei-e sale Init in the steim none were 
saved, al! liaviii,:: sneetinihed to the cold 
and di'o\vn(>d. In the lii'st hoat load sev- 
eral of till! men were hroiiKht to slune 
jiiid later <d.i;lit more. From these it was 
learned that not a siim liiid been licnrd 
hy those forward from the rear eiiil 
siiiee early in the eveiiiii),' and the death 
of all wore tliouglit to he certain. 

The steel steamer Lafayette and the 
Kteel barge Manila went on the rocks on 
the mainland north of Encampment Is- 
land !) miles Irom Two Harbors, last 
ni;.;ht.

and cultivating at least liO acres of 
land, while shooting over their own 
property. 

It was also resolved that in the 
opinion of the no ctliig all that part of 
^'anco^lver I.sland- south of- latitude GO 
be declared an organized district nnder 
the provisions of the Game' Act, tlie 
idea being to atop free miners and 
surveyors shooting game out of sea- 
scai. 

The question of the advisability or 
oiherwlse of shooting pheasants dtir- 
ing the latter portion of the season 
was- discussed, nod- in tllfi opinion of 
the meeting It was deemed inadvis- 
able. 

After a vote of thanks had been ten- 
dered Proprietor Harrison for the use 
of the room, tlie meeting adjourned.

AH Transportation Eyes ^re Now 
Turned Towards the Great 
Inland Sea. 



: The ^^■illnipc^' correspondent of tiie 
Spokiiue Spolicsmuu-lteview siiys: Willi 
three railroads riishi)ig construc- 
tion to Htulsoii Bay, the eyes of all 
.shippers in tlie middle west are turned 
toward tliat greut inland sea. Tlic Hud- 
son hay is a prize of which Canadians 
arc only he^'iiniint; to realize tlie valtie. 
Hitherto it has only been exploited by 
J-orei.i.'iiers, (di icily .Vniericans, who have 
carried on whale lislieries in its waters 
for a nunilier of years. It is 1, ()()() miles 
loii^' by (1110 miles wide, iiiid covers an 
area of over ."i(IO,IIOI) sipiare iiiiies. 

The Canada Xortiierii railway has 
surveyors in the held nimiiiiK a line 
from I'riiicc Albert, in SasUatcliewan. 
to I'\)rt Cliureliill, on the sliores of tlie 
liay. and a few diiya ago one of the of- 
licials of the compauy '.Stated that con- 
tracts for a portion of tlic construction 
will he let next year and elTorts imide 
ti> reach tlie bay at the earliest possible 
date. 

A 'mysterious c'ompnny, known as the 
.\[aiiitolia & .Alidlaiul railroad, is now 
lettin;; contracts for eimstrnctiiHi from 
a point on the ;Maiiiloba ami American 
hoiindiiry line to rorlaj-'e la I'rairie, 
tuiil surveyors are liiiiiiiii;,' lines north 
of that tiiwii ill the direction of the 
hay. it is reported that C. S. .\ieileii 
of Xew Yorlc is one of the promoters 
of this company, hut so far his name 
Jias not appeiired in coiiiioctioii with 
the line. 

Northern Roads Point That Way 

l'"'urtlior west in Jfaiiiloha a company 
known iiTi the I'.raiidoii, Saskatchewan 
& lludsoii liay railway is havin;; sur- 
veys made from Hevil's Lake. X. 1)., 
due north, and active const riiiM ion on 
the ;;rades will likely be commenced 
within the uext few .mouths. Tliore is 
also some mystery in connection witli 
the proniotcr.s of this- line, as the in- 
corporators are all employees of the

.Northern Piicilic and (Ireat N'ortlieru in- 
terests to reach Hudson liay.

tliese two companies will not allow 
such a valuable port to ko to the other 
roads witliont competition on their part. 
Shortens Uoute to Ehrope.

Possibilities of Navigation

There 
is a clear waterway, free Troiii shoals 
or lei;j;es, slrai^'ht into l'"ort Cliiirchill, 
where there is a splendid miliiral liar- 
lior, ll only iieeil- a railroad lo h'orl 
CliiirchiU lo mill liii.; loiilc into jiraclii-al 
use, and it is (o (ids end that (he rail- 
way companies are now Tii.sh.iHg to the 
■bay. and when they. roach tlmt port e.Y- 
port shipiiiiij; from tlie middle of the 
.\nieric,iii continent will he coni-pletel.v 
upset under the' present arrahgenienis, 
and then (lie dream of the west -will he 
realized.
